said  capital  reserve  fund  to  be  entitled,  Capital  Reserve  Fund- 
Replacement  of  1976  Chevrolet  Pickup  Truck;  and  further  to  see  if  the 
Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,000.00  therefor. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  establish  a 
capital  reserve  fund  for  the  purpose  of  replacing  the  Case  Loader,  said 
funds  if  established  by  the  Town  shall  be  in  the  custody  of  the  Trustees 
of  Trust  Funds  for  the  Town  as  specified  in  RSA  35:2;  said  capital 
reserve  fund  to  be  entitled.

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sell  the 
damaged  sander  truck  chassis  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  are 
determined  by  the  Selectmen  to  be  in  the  best  interest  of  the  Town  and 
if  Article  14  above  is  accepted  by  the  Town,  to  apply  the  proceeds  of 
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said  sale  toward  the  cost  of  the  1973  Chevrolet  sander  truck  chassis. 

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$5,400.00  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  a  new  police  cruiser,  and  to 
authorize  the  Selectmen  to  withdraw  from  the  Capital  Reserve 
Fund— Police  Department  Cruiser  the  sum  of  $3,600.00  plus 
accumulated  interest  to  date  of  withdrawal,  to  be  used  toward  the  cost 
of  the  same. 

17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sell  the 
present  police  cruiser  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  are  determined 
by  the  Selectmen  to  be  in  the  best  interest  of  the  Town,  and  if  Article  16 
above  is  accepted  by  the  Town,  to  apply  the  proceeds  of  said  sale  toward 
the  cost  of  the  new  police  cruiser. 

1 8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $500.00 
to  be  used  for  the  purchase  of  fire  hose. 

19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$7,000.00  for  resurfacing  Class  V  Roads. 

20.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  make  application 
for,  accept  on  behalf  of  the  Town  all  gifts,  advances,  grants  in  aid. 
Revenue  Sharing  Funds,  or  other  funds  as  may  now  or  hereafter  be 
available  or  forthcoming  from  the  United  States  Government,  State  of 
New  Hampshire,  or  any  other  federal,  state  or  local  agency. 

21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  withdraw 
unobligated  funds  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Trust  Fund  in  the  amount 
of  $1,000.00  together  with  anticipated  Revenue  Sharing  Entitlement 
payments  to  be  received  during  the  calendar  year  1978  in  the  amount  of 
$2,200.00  and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  place  these  two  amounts  in 
the  Capital  Reserve  Fund— Revaluation. 

22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $500.00 
for  the  purpose  of  fighting  forest  fires. 

23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  following  ordinance  or  some 
amended  variation  of  the  same: 

BALL  PARK.  No  person  shall  operate  a  motor  vehicle  or  ride  or 
allow  a  horse  on  the  entire  grounds  known  as  the  "Ball  Park" 
owned  by  the  Town  of  Hill  situate  off  New  Chester  Road,  Hill, 
New  Hampshire,  during  the  period  of  1  April  through  1  December 
in  every  given  year.  The  word  "person"  as  used  in  this  section 
shall  include,  but  shall  not  be  limited  to,  operators  of  vehicles, 
motor  vehicles,  authorized  emergency  vehicles.  United  States 
Government  vehicles.  State  of  New  Hampshire  vehicles,  vehicles 
of  any  political  subdivisions  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  as 
well  as  any  person  riding  any  animal  or  driving  an  animal-drawn 
vehicle. 

Notwithstanding  the  above  provision,  the  Chief  of  Police  or  the 
Selectmen   may   in   their  discretion   grant  permission   to  bring  a 


vehicle  upon  the  grounds  of  the  ball  park. 

It  shall   be  the  duty  of  the   Police   Department  to  enforce  the 

provisions  of  this  ordinance.  Any  persons  violating  the  provisions 

of  this  ordinance  shall  be  fined  in  an  amount  up  to  $100  for  each 

separate  violation  thereof. 

This  ordinance  becomes  effective  upon  passage. 

24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  have  the  street  light  that  was  located 
across  the  street  from  the  Old  Crutch  Factory  on  New  Chester  Road 
relocated  on  New  Chester  Road  at  the  intersection  of  Old  New  Chester 
Road  that  goes  to  the  Old  Hill  Village.  This  article  is  included  in  the 
Warrant  by  the  petition  of  ten  or  more  signers. 

25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  receive  and  expand  under  the  terms  of 
RSA  Chapt.  241  Section  15  as  amended,  an  estimated  amount  of 
$4,865.07  which  shall  be  used  for  construction  or  reconstruction  of 
Class  IV  and  V  highways. 

26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  direct  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  appoint,  within  ten  days  of  the  acceptance  of  this  article,  a 
committee  of  three  citizens  to  check  the  feasability  of  the  Town  of  Hill 
to  secede  from  the  Legislative  District  of  Hill-Danbury— Wilmot  and  New 
London,  and  to  apply  to  the  New  Hampshire  Legislature  to  join  in  the 
same  district  with  Ward  One  of  the  City  of  Franklin,  for  better 
representation  in  the  House  and  Senate  and  request  for  a  House  Bill 
requiring  the  same  to  be  introduced. 

27.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before  said 
meeting.

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REPORT  OF  DISTRICT  FIRE  CHIEF  AND 
TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

Forest  fire  control  in  New  Hampshire  is  a  joint  state  and  town/city 
responsibility  (RSA  224). 

The  Director,  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  (State  Forester)  appoints  a  forest 
fire  warden  and  several  deputy  forest  fire  wardens  in  each  town/city  upon  the 
recommendation  of  local  authorities. 

The  local  forest  fire  warden  is  responsible  for  forest  fire  prevention  and 
suppression  activities  in  his  town.  He  regulates  the  kindling  of  outside  fires  when 
the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow  by  the  issuance  of  written  permits  only 
when  conditions  are  safe.  He  is  responsible  for  suppression  with  the  town/city 
and  state  sharing  the  cost.  Suppression  costs  in  excess  of  %  of  1%  of  the  assessed 
valuation  of  the  town  are  assumed  by  the  state. 

The  state  provides  training  for  the  local  fire  organization  and  helps  coordinate 
activities  between  towns/cities.  The  state  also  supports  local  forces  with  backup 
personnel,  equipment,  and  supplies  for  suppression  and  prevention. 

This  combination  of  state  and  local  cooperation,  started  in  1893,  works  well, 
for  New  Hampshire  has  enjoyed  one  of  the  smallest  acreage  losses  due  to  forest 
fires  in  the  United  States  for  the  past  25  years.

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REPORT  OF  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

1977  has  passed  by  and  it  was  another  year  of  necessary  police  work  done  for 
the  Town  of  Hill.  Located  between  a  city  and  large  town,  it  is  quite  a  job  to 
keep  Hill  clear  from  gross  activities  and  lack  of  respect  for  other  peoples' 
property  gets  less  and  less.  Being  from  the  old  school  in  law  enforcement,  I 
cannot  adapt  myself  to  the  frustrations  of  the  work  and  the  permissiveness  of 
some  of  the  people. 

Because  of  added  work  at  his  regular  job.  Deputy  Chief  Warren  Forsyth  has 
submitted  his  resignation.  Effective  February  1,  1978,  I  resigned  as  Chief  of 
Police  because  of  personal  reasons. 

I  can  see,  in  the  near  future,  a  full-time  Police  Department  as  a  must.  This  will 
be  to  the  tune  of  twelve  (12)  to  fourteen  (14)  thousand  dollars  per  year.  Even 
more  if  an  office  is  provided. 

The  Hill  Police  Department  is  asking  for  a  new  patrol  car  to  replace  the  1973 
Ford  with  better  than  90,000  miles.  More  than  $600.00  has  been  spent  already 
in  repairs  to  keep  it  going.  A  new  one  would  be  a  medium  sized  Pontiac,  and 
with  a  State  bid,  is  about  $5400.00.  The  car  is  not  intended  to  chase  speeders  on 
Route  3-A,  but  to  answer  calls  and  patrol  outlying  areas.

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REPORT  FROM  THE  OFFICE  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 


To  the  citizens  of  Hill; 

Our  report  this  year  focuses  on  the  many  accomplishments  that  have  taken 
place  in  the  Jennie  D.  Blake  School,  and  a  brief  look  into  the  future. 


INSTRUCTIONAL  PROGRAMS 

Many  gains  have  been  made  over  the  past  three  years  that  reflect  in  an  improved 
education  for  our  young  people.   In  our  Language  Arts/Reading  program,  we  have 
been  using  the  Economy  Reading  System  as  our  basal,  and  supplementing  it  with 
other  series.   Our  staff  spends  a  minimum  of  ten  hours  per  week  on  Language 
Arts/Reading. 

Mathematics  and  Social  Studies  guides  have  been  completed  and  are  now  being 
taught  with  good  success.   Each  stresses  the  acquisition  of  basic  skills  and 
student  involvement  in  the  learning  process 

Science  and  Health  programs,  although  being  taught,  need  additional  work  before 
they  could  be  considered  up  to  the  level  you  would  expect  of  your  school. 

Our  first  and  second  grade  programs  are  progressing  very  well  under  the  guidance 
of  Mrs.  Georgette  Huckins   She  has  been  able  to  develop  an  excellent  program 
over  the  past  three  years. 


EDUCATION  OF  THE  HANDICAPPED 

In  our  report  last  year,  we  overviewed  Public  Law  94-142  (Education  of  the  Handi- 
capped.) This  law  calls  for  a  free  and  appropriate  education  of  all  handicapped 
students,  ages  three  through  twenty-one.   It  poses  many  problems  for  small 
school  districts   Of  concern  are  the  expenses  involved  in  providing  appropriate 
services  for  a  handicapped  child  who  stays  within  the  Hill  District.   There 
appears  to  be  no  limit  to  the  services  provided.   A  second  concern  involves  the 
placement  of  students  in  residential  schools.   If  Hill  were  to  have  a  child  who 
needed  the  highly  technical  services  offered  at  Crotched  Mountain  School,  then 
it  would  be  the  responsibility  of  the  district  to  see  that  the  child  received 
these  services 

The  State  Legislature  will  be  addressing  the  question  of  who  is  responsible  for 
the  excess  costs  involved  in  educating  the  handicapped   As  it  now  stands,  local 
districts  are  legally  bound  to  pay  the  "state  average  tuition"  and  all  costs 
above  this  amount  are  the  responsibility  of  the  State;  however,  in  the  law  it 
states  that  such  funding  is  subject  to  the  appropriations  of  the  Legislature 
and  therein  lies  the  problem 

In  the  proposed  1978-79  school  budget,  we  have  budgeted  for  one  out-of -district 
handicapped  child  at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  the  state  average  tuition. 

Procedures  have  been  established  by  the  School  Board  which  will  provide  for 
the  proper  handling  of  all  special  needs  students.   If  you  have  a  handicapped 
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child  who  is  not  receiving  special  education  services,  then  follow  these  steps: 

Suggested  Procedure  for  Enrolling  Your  Handicapped  Child  in  a  Special  Program 

First,  you  need  to  request  special  education  for  your  child.   Make 
your  request  for  special  education  in  writing.   You  would  do  this 
either  by  writing  a  personal  letter  to  Paul  Fillion,  Assistant 
Superintendent  of  Schools  or  by  filling  out  a  ready-made  "Request" 
form  which  you  would  return  to  the  Superintendent's  office 

This  ready-made  "Request"  form  is  available  from  the  Superintendent's 
office  or  from  the  Special  Education  Section  of  the  State  Department 
of  Education,  105  Loudon  Road,  Building  #3,  Concord,  New  Hampshire 
03301,  (Telephone:   271-3741). 

If  you  write  a  personal  letter  to  request  special  education  for  your 
child,  you  should  include  the  following  information: 

-  Child's  name 

-  Your  name 

-  Your  address  (if  your  mailing  address  is  not  the  same 
as  your  residential  address,  include  both) 

-  Your  phone  number 

-  Name  of  school  your  child  presently  attends,  if  any 

-  What  you  think  your  child's  handicap  is,  if  you  know 
(be  very  brief  -  one  or  two  sentences) 

-  Where  you  would  like  your  child  to  be  programmed  if  you 
have  a  particular  school  or  program  in  mind 

-  Name  of  school  people  (teacher,  guidance  counselor, 
principal,  etc.)  you've  already  talked  to  about  your 
child's  need  for  special  education 

-  Names  of  any  professional  people  who  have  examined  or 
tested  your  child  in  connection  with  your  child's  need 
for  special  education  (people  such  as  doctors,  psycholo- 
gists, hospitals,  social  workers.   Be  sure  to  include 
their  addresses  if  you  know  them) . 

Put  the  date  on  your  letter  and  keep  a  copy  of  it  for  yourself. 

Whether  you  write  a  personal  letter  or  use  the  ready-made  "Request" 
form,  mail  it  or  take  it  to  the  Superintendent  of  School's  office. 

As  soon  as  you  make  your  written  request  for  special  education  for 
your  child,  the  Assistant  Superintendent  and  his  staff  (guidance 
counselors,  teachers,  principal,  school  nurse.  Coordinator  of  Special 
Education)  will  start  to  look  into  your  child's  situation. 

Soon,  the  school  district  will  have  a  staff  meeting  and  discuss  your  child's 
situation   People  such  as  your  child's  teacher,  your  child's  principal,  the 
school  nurse,  the  special  education  teacher,  the  guidance  counselor,  consultants, 
and  others,  will  talk  about  your  child's  educational  needs  and  how  they  think  your 
school  district  can  help  your  child.

We  have  interpreted  this  regulation  into  a  plan  of  action  which  will  establish 
a  list  of  minimum  competencies  at  grade  four.   The  exact  nature  and  design  of 
the  program  is  still  incomplete,  however,  we  will  want  members  of  the  Hill 
community  to  be  involved  in  this  process.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL 

The  Jennie  D.  Blake  school  year  1977-78  has  been  working  on  a  consistency  of 
structure,  curriculum,  discipline  and  creativity.   Now  in  the  third  year  of 
our  three  year  developmental  program  we  have  established  a  sound  but  responsive 
direction  in  the  education  for  the  particular  HiT.1  student 

Our  school  population  began  with  60  students. 

Our  staff  returns  Georgette  Huckins,  grades  1  and  2;  Carol  Twomey,  music  teacher; 
Pat  Athanas,  resource  teacher;  and  Robert  Smolen  (myself)  Language  Arts/Social 
Studies  -  for  grades  3  through  6   A  new  addition  to  our  staff  is  Anne  Plankey, 
Math/Science/Physical  Education  -  grades  3  through  6.   Mrs.  Plankey  graduated 
from  Plymouth  State  College  in  1974  with  a  B.A.  in  Elementary  Education.   She 
has  substitute  taught  in  the  area  for  several  years.   She  brings  to  our  staff 
understanding  of  the  area  as  a  Bristol  resident  and  mother  of  three.   We  were 
also  privileged  to  have  had  Jane  Ottmar,  a  student  teacher  from  Pljmiouth  State 
College  join  our  staff  for  16  weeks  in  1977.   Her  creativity  and  involvement 
added  a  plus  to  giving  our  students  extra  attention. 

We  have  established  a  new  library  within  our  building  and  nnilti-media  equipment 
to  increase  communication  of  the  printed  word. 

We  have  established  parent  conferences  twice  a  year  with  a  new  reporting  system 
that  we  feel  establishes  better  understanding  and  reporting  of  the  particular 
student  on  an  individual  basis. 

We  have  had  a  special  Thanksgiving  feast  and  Christmas  program.   Our  continued 
efforts  to  enrich  the  lives  of  the  children  of  Hill  has  brought  an  assembly 
program  that  has  and  will  include:   the  "Little  Red  Wagon"  theater  company  of 
U.N.H. ;  Metrics  -  a  program  creatively  explaining  our  math  transition;  a  dance 
master;  a  quartet  from  the  New  Hampshire  Sjnnphony;  and  an  outdoor  education 
program  of  the  Squam  Lakes  Science  Center. 

A  special  commendation  goes  to  those  students  who  made  our  school  State  Champions 
in  the  President's  Council  on  Physical  Fitness  for  the  State  of  New.  Hampshire 
for  1977. 

We  have  been  and  are  successful  in  our  efforts  because  of  the  support  which  we 
receive  from  volunteers  -  Nancy  Byers,  Director  of  the  School  Lunch  Program; 
Lee-Ann  Forsyth,  President  of  the  P.T.O.  and  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Education, 
I  extend  my  thanks  to  these  people  and  all  of  our  supporters  in  making  this  a 
profitable  experience  for  the  children  of  Hill  for  1977-78

A  statement  of  the  School  District  Tax  Account  with  the  Town 
of  Hill  is  presented  in  Exhibit  D.   As  indicated  therein,  as  of  June  30, 
1976,  the  School  District  had  received  from  the  Town  the  total  amount 
of  the  1975-76  School  District  assessment  of  $149,900  of  which  $596  had 
been  prepaid  by  the  Town  during  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1975. 

GENERAL  COMMENTS 

School  Lunch  Program: 

During  the  Course  of  our  examination  it  was  noted  that  various 
expenditures  totaling  $154  were  paid  in  cash. 

We  recommend  that  all  expenditures  be  made  by  checks  and. 
Furthermore,  that  receipts  be  deposited  in  total. 

Conclusion; 

The  provisions  of  Chapter  71,  Section  21,  require  that  the 
auditor's  summary  of  findings  and  recommendations  (letter  of  transmittal) 
shall  be  published,  in  its  entirety,  in  the  next  annual  report  of  the 
School  District.   Publication  of  the  Exhibits  contained  in  this  audit 
report  is  optional  at  the  discretion  of  the  School  Board.
